Atty Gen. Garnett today gave 
Quincy Ward, Executive Agent 
of the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion an opinion in which he held 
that county clerks are only 
authorized to collect $1. for each 
I hunter's license issued under the 
I Fish and Game Law passed by 
last General Assembly. Out of 
this $1. the County Clerk shall 
retain for his aenrioefl fifteen 
cents whieh shall coyer the 
swearing of the applicant to the 
affidavit and all other services, 
i The State ia not entitled to a 
I tax for seal whieh iroes on every 
I license. Copies of this opfauon 
are beinc sent the Coimtj Clerks 
bsrllr. Waid. 

During the last threars yea 
the State has not paid a witness 
fee in feloay eases in Boone 
county. The jailer of Boone 
county eoUeetsd $140 from the 
State daring the last year, $00 of 
which was on an order of the 
court for fuel, and $47 was paid 
the jailer for bringing a prisoner 
to tl|e penitentiary. A striking 
c(mtrast to Boone county is Bell 
count}, which collected $5,058- 
98 from the State for witness 
fees.

That tJerniau deiica< y, sauerkraut, i* 
i:i iiie iu large quantities in this coUr 
try, and tons aud tons of cabbages are- 
shredded ap to supply the demand 
Tile <;eiinatis >t<.utly ile. lare iliat a', 
of their kruut is strictly lutudmade aujd 
that the imported kind te rasUj am- 

perior to tlie American machine ma'le 
article. They say that there is no way 
tti obtain the long, slender delicate 
tendrils of cabbage of which tbe tioest 
qaanty of sanerkrant shonid be made 

other than by liavitiu' it sliced up with 
a sharp kuife iu the bands of a skilled 
WOTkman. Xerertheless the greater 

part of the sjuu'rkrant eaten over here 
is the prodn< t of an American labor 
saving' method. 

Sauerkraut does not look like a par- 
ticularly highly volatile snbstance 
when it appears on a platter aloni;si(le 
of a pink pig's knuckle or as the foun- 
dation or gronndw<Mrfc npoo which is 
placed the plump, brown frankfurter 
sausage. P.ut it does fre<iuently ex- 
plode, sometimes with suflicient vio- 
lence to wreck its container. This hap- 
pens when fermentation sets in. Ami 
If a carload of sauerkraut p>es up bar- 
rel after barrel the wreckage is great 
and the loas complete, while the walhi. 
roof and iloor of the ear are likely to 
be covered with the pickled cabbage 
inchea thIck.-New York 9ma.
